Traupman, the moat celebrated French 


murderer of the century, who is now under 
indictment for murdering the Kinck family, 
consisting of both parents and five children, 
is exceedingly indifferent to his fate. He ap- 
pears to have nd fear of the scaffold, and has 
made to his fellow-prisoners the following re- 
mark: "If I am condemned to. death I shall 
not be executed, as I possess means of com- 
mitting sufcide which no one could prevent* 
me from employing; lam sure of escaping 
any watch that maw be set on mo." , i When- 
ever he refers to his| crime, he does so iiija 
careless manner, without any signs of ro- 
morse, and speaks of it as an affair which did 
not succeed in consequence of a defective ex- 
ecution. He admits that he derived little 
profit from the murder — a few thousand 
frdnes only. "I wanted the money," lie said, 
"to construct a new weaving loom, which 
would have been the commencement of my 
fortune; I should have invented other ma- 
chines, and then I should have become rich.

is hardly reconcilable with his first assertions 
We are sorry to say that it is not the fact, 
and the Governor drags other laws to a ^ cry 
lowle\ell)y the comparison Does murder 
often escape unpunished9 Do thieves escape 
from our officers when they are caught in the 
act9 To be sure thieves and murderers do 
escape by co\enng up their tracks and escap- 
ing the country But is there any parallel 
between such cases and those of the liquor 
seller who defies the law openly in the daj 
time9 Isn't it the clearest case of speciil 
pleading to associate the two classes of law- 
breakers9 


We say, without fear of contradiction, that 


m no such sense as we \iew other prosecu 
tions, is tie hauor law enforced. We assert 
that in a great majority of the cities and \il 
lages of this State the law is shamefully neg 
lected. We believe that in almost every city 
the police know and could easily learn of cases 
of violation almost under their hourly view — 
The law is not enforced as it should and can 
be enforced, and as it must be enforced, an<! 
the Governor has been lamentably deceivec 
m relation to it. 


We are sorry that the Governor should 


have seen fit to make these statements, fo: 
several reasons In the nrs€ place, they are 
calculated to bring the low into disrespect.— 
In the second place had they been true, it 
was unncessary thus to present an isau 
which, is surd to inflanig discontent where 
conciliations better. In*the third place, 3 
may appear to some, however unreasonable 
an attempt to shield unfaithful officers and tc 
shift the responsibility. The Republican par 
ty has not asked any other organization 
assume the responsibility of enforcing the la 
Primarily, it alone u responsible for the good 
or evil resulting therefrom. If tie local officers 
are TinfmithfiiiT they must be made to answe 
to the part? when the time comes for a revif 
of their stewardship.
